THE TICKET IN NEW ENGLAND. 
B o sto n , June 9th.—Dispatches from vari­ 
ous points in New England report satisfac­ 
tory reception by Republicans of the results 
of the Chicago Convention. 
THE FEELING AT WASHINGTON. 
W a s h in g to n , June 9th.—The Republican 
Senators, following the example set them 
yesterday by the Republican members of the 
House, uniformly declare themselves satisfied 
with the ticket nominated at Chicago, and 
predict th at all the elements cf that party- 
wili successfully harmonize upon it. 
The Democratic Senators are somewhat 
divided in opinion in regard to the Garfield 
and A rthur ticket, but the great m ajority do 
not consider it a strong one. Senator M cPher­ 
son, however, said: “ 1 esteem Garfield a 
grand nomination for his party, and if elected 
he will make a good President!” 
The Democratic Senators and l!“presenta- 
tives from the Pacific coast are all confident 
that Garfield’s record against the Chinese 
bill in tne last Congress v.-ill insure his defeat 
in California, Oregon and Nevada, but the 
Republicans reply that Garfield was not op­ 
posed to the body of the bill, but only to the 
clause upon which the Presidential veto was 
based, namely, the one th at explicitly abro­ 
gated two articlts of the Burlingame treaty. 
The nomination of Garfield seems to have 
greatly strengthened the feeling among ap­ 
parently a m ajority of the Democrats in Con­ 
gress that the nominee at Cincinnati should 
be selected with reference to making the fight 
in New York, New Jersey and Connecticut. 
I t is agreed th a t Garfield’s nomination will 
rule out all the Ohio Democratic candidates— 
Thurm an, Payne, Jew ett, Bishop, Pendleton 
and Groesbeck—and the various Ohio “ dark 
horses,” because it will be considered unwise 
to take the chances of success throughout the 
doubtful ¡States in November upon the prob­ 
lematical result of the Ohio election in Octo­ 
ber. 
The basis of this argum ent being, of 
course, th at an Ohio nominee for the Presi­ 
dency would be heavily handicapped by the 
antecedent defeat of the Democracy in his 
own State. 
The name of H oratio Seymour is again be­ 
ing prom inently 
mentioned, and 
several 
Democratic Senators have to day proclaimed 
themselves in favor of making their ticket 
Seymour and Thurman. 
Judge Field's friends continue to be confi­ 
dent th at he is to be the coming man. 
They 
to-day claim the Michigan delegation, ou the 
strength of private dispatches, and have re­ 
ceived telegraphic information that the senti­ 
m ent of the Tennessee Convention 
was 
largely for Field, and th at as far a3 can be 
learned by their confidential representatives 
on the ground, nearly two-thirds of the Ten­ 
nessee delegates will support his nomination. 
The same private dispatch asserts th at the 
Memphis Appeal and Nashville Banner will 
declare for Field to-morrow. 
GARFIELD’S RECEPTION AT TOLEDO. 
TOLEDO, June 9th.—W hen General G ar­ 
field arrived this afternoon several thousand 
people, headed by a band, marched out and 
received him with tremendous cheers. 
The 
car was switched off and General Garfield 
called out, when lie was introduced to the 
crowd by General .7. O. Dee of this city, in a 
speeih as follows : 
“ I have the pleasure of 
introducing to you Ohio's son, Jam es A. G ar­ 
field, the next President of 
the ITnited 
States.” [Tremendous cheers.] 
General Garfield stepped to the frost of the 
platform amid great applause, and so soon as 
it subsided spoke as follows : 
“ I am glad to 
meet my fellow-citizens of Ohio, and I thank 
you for this cordial and enthusiastic welcome. 
I cannot make you a speech on this occasion, 
but am glad to see the faces of Ohio men, 
and to receive such a welcome. 
Perm it me 
again to thank you. 
Our friend F oster is 


here, and he m ust do the talking.” [Loud 
and continued cheers.] 
A fter which Fester said : “ The great Sena­ 
tor from New Y ork a few days ago said that 
nothing but an act of God could prevent the 
nomination of General G rant. 
I accept 
Senator Conkling as a prophet. 
The act of 
God has come, and General Garfield has be­ 
come your candidate.” 
[Cheers—a voice, 
“ \W11 elect him, too.”] 
The backing of the car here stopped the 
speaking, and General Garfield left. 
GERMAN INDORSEMENT. 
N ew Y o rk , June 9th.—The German R e­ 
publican Central Committee to-night indorsed 
the Chicago nomination and platform .

THE SENTIMENT REGARDING GARFIELD. 


The nomination of General Garfield has 
been received all over the country in a 
way which conclusively 
indicates 
the 
strength and wisdom of the selection. 
To 
appreciate this reception the depth of the 
previous excitement over other candidates 
m ust he taken into account. 
Ilia nomina­ 
tion inevitably involved seriom. disappoint­ 
m ent for all who had favored G rant, lliaine, 
Sherman, Washburnc and Edmunds. Had 
an ordinaly man been put forward under 


The defeat of General G rant at Chicago 
lias averted dangers so grave th at a re­ 
view of them is both justifiable and in­ 
structive. 
The opposition to his nomina­ 
tion was of various kinds. 
Some believed 
th at the third-term objection was the 
strongest th a t could be made against it. 
Others based their opposition upon the 
many evidences of hi3 unfitness*tor civil 
administration afforded by his t o o terms 
of office. 
Y et others were principally 
alarmed a t the methods employed to force 
his candidature upon the party. 
In truth 
all these grounds of condemnation should 
have been united, for they all contributed 
to render the nomination an objectionable 
one. 
But for the breakdown of the unit- 
rule programme, however, it is now appa­ 
rent that G rant would have obtained the 
nomination. 
H ad he succeeded, his elec­ 
tion or his defeat m ust have equally in­ 
volved disastrous 
consequences to the 
country. 
His defeat would have neces­ 
sarily been the result of a reaction against 
machine methods, destructive to the Ile- 
publican organization. 
It would have 
been produced by a practical dissolution 
of that party.

the worst legislation must have followed. 
It is, however, doubtful whether this out­ 
come would have been more calamitous 
for the country than the success of Grant. 
For his election would have involved ac­ 
quiescence by the majority in a practically 
permanent tenure of office by the executive, 
and such an acquiescence would have been 
a wide step forward in the direction of a 
change of Government, not solely because 
of the third-term principle, but because of 
the general conditions. 
It would have in­ 
volved the acceptance by the American 
people of th at unrepnblican method of 
politics which has been employed so au­ 
daciously in the G rant canvass ; a system 
which embraces the theory of State con­ 
trol by Bosses, which elevates the Federal 
office-holders into a partisan machinery, 
which ignores public opinion, and which 
undertakes to wrest every vestige of polit­ 
ical inlluence from the hands of the people. 
In contradistinction to ordinary political 
methods, the position of the Grant man­ 
agers may be called military polities, and 
whoever examines the system carefully 
will see that the G rant campaign has at 
bottom been far more military than politi­ 
cal in character.

They believed themselves

Nor is the soberness with which 
parties accept these results among the 
least curious features of the situation. 
Instead of endeavoring to reform the 
methods, and to make them capable of pro­ 
ducing better results, the average poli­ 
tician thinks every duty is satisfied if lie 
only throws up his hat for the accidental 
candidate, no m atter who he may he.

THE OLD AMD THE MEW. 


The old paw en-er depot on Front street, 
which is be.'»,; unw rapidly demolished by a 
large number of workmen, will soon be ntnocg 
the things of the past, and give place to im­ 
provement.; strongly demanded by the rapid 
progress of the city and the greatly-increased 
aud growing 
freight business consequent 
upon the term inal position to which Sacra­ 
m ento has attained as a great central buyiug 
and seKiug m arket. 
The facilities for hand­ 
ling and shipping which were a few years 
since ample, have become eo entirely out­ 
grown as to render new structures w ith far 
greater accommodations aud means to facili­ 
tate the transaction of business a m atter of 
positive necessity, and these are now to be 
provided by the new freight depot which is to 
take the place of the old Central Pacific 
R ailroad buildings on Front street. 
The sys­ 
tem of tracks in th at vicinity will be entirely 
remodeled, and 
in place 
of 
those now 
in use there will be six, and all between the 
rear of the freight depot and the river, thus 
avoiding annoyance in relation to team3 and 
liability to accident. 
I t is understood that 
when the removal of the old passenger depot 
is completed, the construction of a new 
freight depot, suited to present demands, will 
be commenced, which will be 50 feet wide, 
and probably extend from midway between 
T and .) streets to K . 
In order not to inter­ 
fere with current freight transactions during 
ita 
construction 
the 
north 
end 
will 
probably be 
built 
up 
a3 
far 
south­ 
w ard 
as 
.T 
street, 
and 
then 
the 
present freight office removed thereto so as 
to perm it the dismantling of the old freight 
buildings—as the new will in part occupy 
the same s i t e - and when removed the new 
structure will be continued as far as K street, 
or nearly. 
The building will be well and 
substantially built, but free from ornamenta­ 
tion, with double roof, with wide projecting 
eaves, a n d o tly one story, with the exception 
of a section immediately facing upon J street, 
which will be built up another story inhight 
for official headquarters and clerical work of 
the departm ent. 
W hen completed the track 
upon which cars will stand for loading and 
unloading will be so far under the projecting 
ew es th at freight can bo handled at all times 
without exposure to storms, which will not 
only 
be appreciated by 
those handling 
freight, but also by shippers of articles 
who require their goods to be kept dry. 
The sise of the depot thus contem plated will ; 
be sufficient f r all present requirements, but 
with the continued growth of trade and ex- I 
tending freightage, will in a few years, it is 
thought, make it necessary to extend the ¡ 
n itii end as far as I street, and further ad­ 
ditional room could also be made by building 
as much further south as exigencies may de- I 
m aud. 
Front street, it is expected, will also 
be reconstructed, so .as to reverse its grade j 
and make the centre lower than the sides, ' 
and with underground escape drainage from i 
the centre and midway of such block to the

H . M cDonald. 
M r. Hornblower moved th at the Board 
stop any further public, oral or other investi­ 
gation of the m atter, and th at any further 
testim ony regarding the m atter be submited 
in w riting under seal. 
In support of his mo­ 
tion he said lie was convinced he had been 
in error in urging a public investigation. 
T hat M r. Tracy in moving to adjourn Sat­ 
urday night was right. 
T hat the Board had 
no power to hold an investigation as it had. 
T hat all testim ony in such a m atter as this, 
to be of value, should be in writing and un­ 
der oath. 
T hat the investigation was creat­ 
ing a public scandal detrim ental to the public 
schools. 
T hat it was building up factions 
and leading to cross-charges which will give 
rise to other scandals. 
llis motion would 
not prevent any citizen laying complaints, 
nor the Board from investigating, but would 
require a record to be made, and enable the 
Board to act justly without exposing the 
schools to scandal. 
SHALL THE DOORS 3E SHUT. 
Mr. Tracy said he had said th at an investi­ 
gation was proper, but to his surprise Satur­ 
day night the Board went on with it w ithout 
the ground-work being laid. 
B ut now the 
investigation had been entered on he was not 
prepared to close it. 
The Board could hold 
no secret sessions, have no secret records. The 
people had a right to he present at any meet­ 
ing. 
I t is now too late to recede. 
H e was 
not prepared to say th at the open investiga­ 
tion would result in ill to the schools. 
He 
was glad to see parents taking the interest 
they did, and hoped they would hereafter 
take more interest in the schools. 
M r. M cClatchy agreed with Air. Tracy. 
To close the invest*ation now would give 
rise to the suspicion th at the Board had 
something to hide.

H e took

second. 
H eld good.

Tracy moved th at the attorneys be 
required to fix and agree on the time each 
would consume in the investigation. 
J . N. Young appeared in place of Grove 
I.. Johnson, who had been called away. 
M r. Hinkson said he could not conclude in 
one evening. 
M r. Tracy moved th at M r. Hinkson have 
the present evening aud one and a half hours 
of Thursday evening, and the defense one 
and a half hours of Thursday and the whole 
of Friday evening. 
Mr. H om blcw er moved to amend, th at in 
addition the defense have three nights more, 
as the prosecution had already consumed two 
nights. 
Air. Hinkson knew of no rule of any 
Court limiting a party in time in the present­ 
ation of facte. 
H e denied that the prosecu­ 
tion had already consumed two nights. 
H e 
promised to be as expeditious as possible. 
Mr. Hornblower objected to the attorneys 
addressing the Board. 
They m ust remain 
silent on motions before the Board. 
M r. Hinkson was surprised at such an un­ 
heard of proposition.

Air. Hinkson called Air. Adams. 
Air. Adams said lie had come to the first 
meeting unwillingly. 
H e came to the second 
meeting to justify himself. 
The High School 
is not now under investigation ; it all relates 
to the competency of Air. M cDonald. 
In 
th at he hail no part, anil lie hoped he would 
he excused from having to say anything 
more. 
W hen the time cauie he would ask 
th at the High School be investigated and all 
it-; affairs shown up. 
As to the questions on 
which the Gram m ar School was examined, 
lie prepared only two of the questions out of 
the ten.

M r. Brier analyzed the question, and said 
tile an -wer is 35 bushels, and that M r. Mc- 
Dor.aid's class did not answer it correctly, as 
h-r leuiem berel. 
(To Air. Young)—He could 
- ,t say that the identical question was in the 
book used by the first grade. 
It had been 
his practice on examination r.ot to give ex­ 
amples from the text-book. 
The principles 
involved were embraced in the text books of 
the course of study which has to be reviewed 
in the senior year. 
The course of actual in­ 
struction embraces but 32 pages, and all the 
i t t of the year is given to review. 
The 
rule- say examinations shall ha confined to 
the ("¡.¡es in the course of study, but need 
n..t he confined to the details in the tcxt- 


principles involved in the use of the signs 
in th at question are taught in the fifth 
grade—or ought to be. She further explained 
w hat is, and is not, taught in the fifth grade. 
The eeperatrix and connecting signs in frac­ 
tions are not taught in that grade. The signs 
and parenthesis used in such complication as 
in the first question of the ten of the first 
grade on examination are not used in the 
fifth grade. 
If teachers depended on exam ­ 
ples from the book alone the classes would 
fail on examination, because on examinations 
no questions from text-books are given out. 
Air. Brier recalled. 
H e took up an ex­ 
ample written by Mr. Young, and explained 
wherein it differed from question 1, saying 
that the principle was not included in ques­ 
tion 1. 
Air. Young, Mr. Brier and Mr. 
Hinkson talked and worked in algebraic 
signs to such an extent th at no proper state­ 
m ent of the explanations can bd given in this 
place at this time. 
Airs. Aiichener called. 
She is a teacher. 
Had seen the ten questions spoken cf. 
The 
same principle involved in question one is in­ 
volved in question five of the fourth grade, 
given out for the examination of 1880. 
[Sen­ 
sation.] She read question five, fourth grade, 
and said the brackets in no way change the 
character of the 
complex 
fraction. 
She 
called the attention of the examiner to the 
brackets, who told the pupils to throw out 
the inner brackets, or else the minus sign. 
The signs of m ultiplication and division are 
closer signs than of addition or subtraction, 
aud any good teacher in the fourth grade 
teaches that. 
T hat is all th at is at issue re­ 
garding the dispute about the first question. 
No good teacher follows wholly the text-book. 
There are scarcely any principles laid down 
in the text-book lately used, and Bhe had 
heard it had been dropped, as it should be. 
Y et this would be no excuse for scholars fail­ 
ing. 
Concerning the ten questions in dis­ 
pute used in examing the first grade, she 
would say further, th at the second principles 
in the question are taught in the second 
g rad e; the third m ight be taught in the 
third ; the fourth is a first grade work ; it 
m ight be taught in the third grade ; the fifth 
is first grade work ; the sixth might he taught 
in the fourth grade. 
I t may be said th at it is 
too difficult for the average class, but no prin­ 
cipie is involved which m ight nut be taught 
in the fourth grade; the seventh is not in the 
course, but as in it the same methods are 
used as in Colbourn's Arithm etic, in use in 
lower grades, scholars should have little diffi­ 
culty with it. 
The eighth is mensuration, 
and is first grade work. 
The principle is 
taught in the text-book. The ninth and tenth 
come strictly w ithin first grade work. 
Aliss W atson called. 
H er work is not in 
arithm etic, and she had not given heed to it, 
except in the fourth grade stuuewhat. 
She 
had not examined the course. 


MRS. HARTLEY CALLED. 
She had attended the investigation. 
She 
knew th at the efficiency of the Principal of 
the Sacramento Gram m ar School is at issue. 
She never had a pupil under Air. AIcDonald’s 
tuition. 
H ad never been present when he 
taught. 
Of her own knowledge she know- 
nothing of his efficiency as a teacher of arith­ 
metic. 
The Chair here held th at the charges went 
only to Air. AIcDonald's competency as a 
teacher of arithm etic. 
Air. Hinkson said if so, the investigation 
had as well cease now. 
Air. Hancock claimed that his charges 
went to his competency as a teacher. 
Mrs. H artley said at the first meeting 
many parents attended to prefer complaints. 
They felt a deep interest, and thought the 
Board able to conduct the whole m atter and 
investigate all things involved. 
To the sur­ 
prise of the parents Air. AlcDonald was found 
to be speaking through the m outh of the 
Hon. Grove L. Johnson, a lawyer. Then the 
parents who had taken the initiative were 
forced to have some one represent them, and 
at last they had to employ a lawyer also, and 
thus the odium was thrown upon them of 
prosecuting w ith lawyers. 
She protested 
against t h a t; it placed the parents in a false 
position. 
To her idea tho case was not one 
for lawyers. I t was disgraceful. (Airs. H a rt­ 
ley was here called to order.) 


A HOW AROCT CH ARGES. 
A t this point the question arose as to w hat 
the charges were. 
The Chair said the charge 
under which action was being had was th at of 
Airs. F o ste r; also Air. Hancock preferred 
charges, and was given four days’ time in 
which to file his charges in writing. 
Air. Hancock—I now present them. 
Air. Young—Y'ou are too late.

A fter a lively debate the Chair held that 
the charges should be read, and they were :

" i charge th at in denominating question 
No. 3 of the problems in arithm etic a ‘catch 
question,’ and assigning as the reason th at 
the chrinkage was required instead of the 
clotli left, he is incom petent to teach arith­ 
metic. 
“ I charge th at he is incompetent because 
his class, when reaching the High ¡School and 
having had one hour a day extra time, they 
have been one-half conditioned or dropped at 
the end of the year.” 
A! r. Hancock said he had one other charge 
—the iucompetency of Mr. McDonald in 
gramm ar—but the paper had been mislaid. 
He thought he had handed it to the Secre­ 
tary. 
I le would reduce it to writing. 
Air. Hinkson asked leave to amend the 
charges so as to charge general,incompetency, ' 
and, alter a lively debate, nothing was done 
about i t ; the C hair holding however th at 
any charges would be received at any time i 
hereafter by the Board. 
Mr. Hancock filed his remaining charge as 
follows; 
“ 1 charge th at AlcDonald is not compe­ 
tent to hold the position lie now does by rea- i 
son of his incorrect use of the English lan­ 
guage,” 
THE ROTS AND GIRLS EXCLUDED. 
Mr. Hinkson here offered as a witness A] as­ 
ter Doane, of the fir.-t grade Sacramento i 
Gram mar School. 
He offered him to test the 
question as to w hether pupils will be allowed 
to testify. He hoped they would be excluded. ¡ 
The Board unanimously resolved to exclude ' 
pupils as witnesses. 
Aliss Charlotte Slater called. 
Been eleven j 
years a teacher. 
H ave not taught in the ' 
Sacramento Gram mar School since last Oc­ 
tober. 
She has heard Air. AlcDonald teach 
arithm etic to her class occasionally — not 
lengthy exercises. 
She 
had 
not 
heard i

A n unusually hot chase ended last night for 
the apprehension of two notorious "bunko 
thieves and robbers, well known all over this 
coast aud the E ast as Theodore Henning, 
alias “ Bonanza M ike,” alias “ Lengthy,” 
and H arry Aliller, alias “ Pale-faced H arry.” 
ih e last of which names are as familiar to 
police and detectives as dogs and geese to a 
deputy poundmaster. 
Alonday night they 
got hold of a man who had just arrived from 
the E ast to purchase land and engage in 
farming in this State. 
One of them met him 
on the street, and, in the usual bunko style, 
assumed to know him in 'h e East and got his 
name, and when the second one m et him, 
called him by name, knew him perfectly, etc., 
gave names of prom inent men in stranger’s 
town in East, etc., and was surprised he 
didn’t remember him. 
Stranger informed 
him of his intention to buy land, aud in­ 
quired where the Land Office was. ‘ Lengthy ' 
would show him. 
Land agent was a friend 
of his, etc., but before they started for the 
Land Office Lengthy got him into Donovan's 
dive, corner of Third and L streets, and when 
there casually introduced a strap, when 
“ Pale-faced H a rry ” stepped up and bet 
with Length}-, and of course won. 
The 
stranger was foolishly by this drawn into the 
game, and lost 8160 a t a single operation. 
H e then saw w hat he had been led into, and 
at once reported the m atter to poliee head­ 
quarters, when Chief K archer and officer 
Jackson proceeded to work up the ease, aud 
from the notoriety of the offenders to appre­ 
hend them a t ail hazards and at whatever 
time or expense required. 
No clue was ob­ 
tained late Tuesday night, when a bunko sharp 
named Driscoll was found in the vicinity of 
the alley between Fourth and Fifth, A1 and 
N streets, who was arrested and from whom 
it was extorted that Lengthy and H arry went 
immediately after the robbery to a house in 
the alley, where Driscoll was arrested.

man who lived in the house was then ar­ 
rested, who finally confessed th at he carried

men to 
Folsom 
with 
a 
buggy. 
Officer 
Jackson 
at 
once 
procured 
a 
good livery team and started for Folsom 
at 11 P. M. Tuesday, and got there at 2:30 
yesterday morning, but finding they had 
taken another team ami gone to Rocklin at 
6 o’clock the night before, Jackson at once 
drove back to this city, when Chief K archer 
and he telegraphed to Rocklin and other sta­ 
tions east and in all other directions, to 
watc'.i for, and arrest them if found. 
Y ester­ 
day about noon a dispatch was received from 
Constable Aladden of Rocklin, as follow s: 
“ I have your men ; when will you come for 
them?” Jackson thereupon went up on the 
overland in the afternoon, and returned with 
the much wanted birds on a special train last 
evening, aud after forty-eight hours’ earnest 
chase, without rest or sleep, they are safely 
quartered in the Police Jail.

So often did he sneak incorrectly 
in her class th at the scholars often spoke of 
it and criticised it, and she was embarrassed 
to re t over it and out of it, as she felt it her 
duty to support his authority and dignity as 
Principal. 
The 
iffeet 
of 
Mr. McDon­ 
ald’s incorrect use of language may have 
had a beneficial effect on her cías-, as it 
is citen useful to have them taught by ob­ 
servation of false syntax. 
If it was her cwn 
child in a class under such circumstances she 
should much regret its position.

point witness used a sentence incorrectly, 
and M r. Y’oung at once called attention to it, 
aud Airs.

M o n t e r e y , June Gtb.—The daily and 
w eekly j mrnals of San Francisco and else­ 
where on the Pacific coast having kept their 
readers remarkably well posted touching 
the buildiug of the Hotel del Monte (hotel 
of the wood, or grove), and the construc­ 
tion of a standard gauge railway branch 
from Castroville to Monterey, and the 
running of two trains a day between San 
Francisco and the old Capital, I w ill not 
tax your valuable space by an attempted 
recapitulation. 
Skipping, then, all apos­ 
trophes to the incomparable climate, the 
magnificent beach, and drives and groves 
and wonders and ruins and reminiscences 
innumerable, I w ill proceed at once to a 
brief description of 
the new hotel, its 
formal opening, and the initial hop last 
evening. 
_ 
I arrived here by the fast train a little 
before sunset last evening, and while I was 
prepared, from all I had read in the papers, 
to gaze upon a structure of splendid pro­ 
portions, I was surprised and delighted be­ 
yond description when my vision took in 
the breezy, beautiful, cheerful Hotel del 
Monte, 
it first appeared to me to resem­ 
ble the Mrs. Mark Hopkins mansion, ex­ 
cept that the latter has at least tw enty 
tim es les3 acreage. 
The buildiug is situated in the centre of 
a pine and oak grove of 10(i acres, and is 
352 feet in length, by an average width of 
from 75 to 80 feet. 
There arc three tow ­ 
ers, the one in the centre being nearly 90 
feet from the masonry. 
The shape of the 
building is like a T turned sidewise ( h ), 
the centre depth, which includes the din­ 
ing-room and kitchen, being 232 feet. 
Its 
f 
eneral appearance is modern gothic with 
iastlake finish outside and inside. 
Its ex­ 
terior presents an architectural medley of 
veranda, balcony, awning and stoop, coat­ 
ed with paint of an ashes of rose color or 
tint, with licorice-colored trimmings. 
It 
is checkered with window lights, so thick­ 
ly scattered that every room, and hall, and 
corridor and crevice gets floods of sunlight 
the greater portions of those days during 
which clouds or fogs are not impediments. 
Its exterior, indeed, is bright and breezy, 
with nothing aristoeratie-looking about it 
except its British chimneys, which stand 
up like grim sentinels on mountain tops, or 
like Pinafore marines at present arms in 
the presence of their superficial Admiral. 
The interior work is what is known as the 
subdued E istlake, painted in china white 
throughout, except here and there where 
the balustrades interpuse their Kastlakc 
patterns and architectural innovations. 
For meteorological and other reasons the 
hotel faces the cast and rear upon the bay. 
The visitor is delighted the moment lie 
steps his foot into the main entrance, or 
office, which is 40x58 feet, and 16 feet in 
hight. 
This office is very airy and cheer­ 
ful, and presents an attractiveness alike to 
ladies and gentlemen. 
On the right is the 
clerk’s desk and other paraphernalia, in­ 
cluding telephone to stable, telegraph, and 
safe for valuables. The ceiling is supported 
by eight columns. 
There are two large 
mirrors in this room, a splendid open fire­ 
place, and lots of easy chairs. 
A grand 
stairway leads up the center to all parts of 
the upper floors of the house, and two side 
staircases of six steps each to the dining­ 
room. 
The office connects with the main 
hall, or promenade, which Í3 30S feet in 
length, 12 feet in width, and 16 in hight. 
An elegant body Brussels carpet extends 
the whole length of this hall, and likewise 
through the upper hall, which is of the 
same dimensions. 
To the left of the office 
is the gentlemen's reading-room, 25x28, 
handsomely furnished and provided with 
fire-place, writing tables, large center table, 
chandeliers, drop and sidelights, large easy 
chairs, cuspadora, scrap baskets, etc. This 
room is carpeted w ith a body Brussels of 
Eastlake pattern, with bright but not loud 
colors. 
A stairway from the office leads 
down to a barber shop, boot-blacking es­ 
tablishment and gentlemen’s toilet. 
N ext 
to the gentlemen s reading-room, with an 
entrance from the main hall, is the ladies" 
billiard-room, 25x63 feet. This is a beauty, 
and contains tw o three-quarter tables of 
the most improved pattern, large fireplace 
and mirrors, chandeliers and side lights. 
The furniture is what is known as the 
Bent wood style, and is very unique and 
nobby ; the carpeting is hall tapestry of 
subdued colors; the walls arc hung with 
handsome engravings, and withal, 
this 
apartment is exceedingly attractive. 
A d­ 
joining is the ladies’ parlor, 3Sx4S. 
Ihis 
is an elegant room, and lias few or no 
rivals in Ban Francisco. 
The carpet is a 
body Brussels, and is matchless in its taste­ 
fulness of pattern and brilliancy of colors. 
The walls are hung with engravings, and 
the windows w ith lace curtains. 
There is 
a fine large mirror over the fireplace and 
mantel, and two full-length mirrors else­ 
where. 
The furniture in this room is 
ebony, richly upholstered in silk rep. 
The 
tables are also of ebony, topped with varie­ 
gated marble from Tennessee. 
A Stein­ 
way patent grand completes the appoint­ 
ments of this magnificent drawing-room. 
A little ways off from across the main hall 
is the ball-room, to be used exclusively for 
dancing, 36x72 feet. 
On this floor arc 14 single rooms, 13 
suites of tw o rooms each, and two suites 
of three rooms each, all handsomely fur­ 
nished, like the sleeping apartmeuts of the 
Palace Hotel, and carpeted with different 
selections of Eastlake patterns ; besides 
the bath-rooms in the suites o n this floor 
there arc 
b a th -ro o m 3 for gentlemen and 
bath-rooms and toilet walks for ladies, and 
the same may be sqid of all the floors. 
The dining-room is a model a3 regards 
beauty, light, freshness, proportions and 
accessibility. 
It is 58x75 feet, and 22 feet 
from floor to ceiling, and can seat 240 per­ 
sons at one time. 
The service, including 
the silver, is unexceptionable. The kitchen, 
which was built and appointed upon the 
most improved plan, has no equal, proba- 
blv, in the country. 
The same may be 
said of the bakery, butcher’s room, and all 
of the other accessories of the culinary de­ 
partment. 
Tho second floor contains 14 
single rooms, 24 suites of tw o rooms and 
five suites of three rooms each. 
The third 
floor has 27 single rooms, eight suites of 
two rooms, and live suites of five rooms 
each. The fourth ibor has 20 single rooms, 
all of which arc furnished in elegant style. 
In all there arc 213 apartments, which, 
with other ai rangements, will accommodate 
300 people. There are fire-places in all but 
few of the rooms. 
In fine, the carpenter, 
plasterer and plumber work are as perfect 
as skill and money could make it. 


THE (¡ROUNDS. 
The grounds are laid out, or are being 
laid out, with drives, walks, grass, flower 
plats, croquet inclosurcs, etc. The house is 
supplied with water from an artesian well, 
being first pumped into an immense tank 
75 feet from the ground, with a capacity 
for 50,000 gallons. 
The gas works, near 
by, are a model of substantial construction, 
embracing the latest appliances and im­ 
provements known to the industry of gas- 
fitting, and finished with elaborate taste. 
The splendor of the light, especially in the 
dining-room, office and ladies’ parlor, is re­ 
markable, and last evening elicited general 
praise. 
The material used is a mixture of 
W allsend and Hartley shale, yielding 12,­ 
000 cubic feet to the ton of 36-candle gas, 
that of San Francisco being 16 candles. 
Just four months ago the first tree was 
cat down where now stands this majestic 
architectural pile. 
In three months after 
the first nail was driven, the last blow of a 
hammer was heard. 
Arthur Brown, the 
bridgo builder and architect of the railroad 
company, had charge of the organizational 
work and genera! supervision of design 
and construction ; the plaus were placed in 
charge of O. G. Moore and J. I». Isaacs; 
the preparation of joiner work and finish 
was in charge of W illiam Cruse, at the 
company’s m ill at Oakland P o in t; the de­ 
tails (if erection were in charge (if I!. A. 
Longstrcet and Frank Dent, who had 353 
skilled mechanics at work at one time. 
Major Hammond selected the site, and had 
executive charge from the commencement 
of the work until its close. George Schone- 
wald was early selected as manager. A son 
of Major Hammond was the surveyor and 
engineer, and laid out all tho drives, walks, 
croquet, flower and gras* plots, etc. 
Tho stable, situated at one end of the 
"rounds, is 135x40 feet, and will accommo­ 
date sixty horses. 
The carriage-house is 
* 50x75, and will accommodate sixty ve­ 
hicles. 


A little walk from the hotel and the 
club-house is reached. 
This building con­ 
tains a bowling alley, bar-ioom, etc. 
The 
bath-bouse is about a quarter of a mile 
from the hotel, and contains one hundred 
rooms. 
Mr. Daily, the well known sw im ­ 
mer, is to have charge of the beach and 
bath-hou3e. 
Taking everything into con­ 
sideration—the hotel, grounds, appoint­ 
ments. etc.—it is one of the most elegant 
seaside resorts in the U nited States. . Be­ 
side the above is a lake of about five or 
six acres, which is beautifully adapted to 
purposes of boating. 
H alf a mile away is 
a mile race track in process of construc­ 
tion, etc. 
THE n o r LAST EVENING. 
After the arrival of the express train 
last evening, and an ample discussion of a 
substantial repast in readiness for the pas­ 
sengers on their arrival, some hundred odd 
ladies and gentlemen repaired to the ball­ 
room, and to the music of Ballenberg’s 
band tripped the light fantastic until nearly 
midnight. 
It is the intention of the man­ 
agement of the hotel to have music tw o or 
three evenings each week from now o d, 
and regular hops every Saturday evening. 
The floor of the ball-room is as perfect as 
it can be made, afid is a very fine one, 
especially for waltzing. 
TIIE crowd TO-DAY’. 
After the arrival of the excursion train 
to-day with thirteen coaches of live freight, 
things were exceedingly lively, both in and 
around the H otel del Monte and at the old 
town of Monterey. 
The excursionists 
made a grand rush for the dining-room of 
the former place, and Schouewald, who was 
not expecting such a va3t multitude, how­ 
ever, fed over four hundred hungry San 
Franciscans in about an hour and a half. 
There were nearly a thousand people in the 
hotel and on the grounds at one tim e ; 
there were over six hundred on the excur­ 
sion train, and nearly three hundred who 
had arrived on the trains and steameF since 
Friday. 
A ll but nine rooms were occupied 
last night, although four-fifths of the guests 
were transients. 
The day is as lovely as 
wu could wish. 


METEOROLOGICAL INFORMATION. 
During the month just passed the pre­ 
vailing winds have been from the west, 
with a minimum velocity of three miles ; 
the total rainfall was less than an inch, 
which descended during the first ten days 
of May ; the latter part was warm, dry 
and beautiful. 
The weather here it seems 
is a delightful medium, very seldom too 
warm or too cold. 
The grain fields here­ 
abouts most all look splendidly, and suc­ 
cessful crops are assured. 
NEW LOCOMOTIVES AND ilORF. SFEED.
